one of three flats occupled by the 
Wal Kee Cheong yarn manufactory. 


Four of the Injured are now in the 
Kowloon Hospltal.and they are: Lam 
Fook-cheong, 43; Sul Yeung, 25; 
Cheung Kal-ting, 19; and Chung 
Sze-mui, 30-year old) woman. The 


firat three are suffering fram senlds 
while the woman has injurics to the 
forehead and head. The temaining 
seven received superficial Injuries, 
and after having been treated In the 
hospital were allowed to lenve. 


Believed to have been In the kitchen 
in charge of the steam gauge at the 
time, the mon Lam {s the most 
seriously hurt. All the injured were 
employees of the. manufactory, with 
the exception of the woman, who 
was in the backyard on the foor 
below when a shower of bricks, 
caused by the explosion, fell on’ her. 

About 13 persons were working in 
the flat at the time of ‘the ‘binst. 
The boiler was In the kitchen, and 
it was learned from o* man working 
there that it was used to produce 
steam to dry the yarn whlle it was 
being wound on spools. 


Immediately after the explosion, 
the police and the Fire Brigade were 
summoned, and the injured, the maj- 
ority of whom suffered cuts through 
being struck by the bricks, were 
taken to hospital, .

Von Blomberg’s

Hankow, Feb. 6. 

Chinese oMflclals and newspapers 
are reserved in thelr ¢omment on 
the “shake-up” in the Reich, 
engineered by Herr Adolf Hitler, the 
majority feeling it Is too curly to 
foresee whether: the re-shuffie of 
officials presages n change In the 
German policy towards China. 

The Takung Pao, one of the most 
Influential of Chinese . newspapers, 
avers the German foreign palley 
henceforth will be the Nazi Party's 
policy. 

“We cnnnot say the German cactlon 
will go to extremes or even ciiusce 
war,..But we can definitely say. that 
German intervention in Spain will be 
more active, and Germany and Italy 
will_draw closer together. 

“General von Blomberg was for 
many years ‘sympathetic to China. 
We regret his removal. China waits 
and hopes that Germany’s policy 
won't turn out to be fayouruble. to 
Japan.” 

The focal army organ prasises 
Herr Hitler's swiftness in rcorganis- 
ation and suggests the Chinese ought 
to imltate such swift determination. 


-It draws attention-to the replacing of 


officlauls of an avergge nge of seven 
years ,younger than those retired, 
thereby hinting at the capabilities of: 
junior oflicers. 

Most fecl Herr Hitler's action to 
be the oulcome of 
situation, and that it is only indirect- 
ly connected with the Far Enst at 
present. The only known factors 
are that General von Blomberg was 
friendly to China, while Herr von 
Ribbentrop, the new Foreign 
Minister, was the author of the anti-
